If it rains, every tiling will be all right 
On the far side of the Mississippi and particularly 
s©uLU)vi 4Fd in the “dust bowl” region, the ground is 
cak ed and dry . From Texas, K ansas, Ok lahom a and 
N ebrask a come apprehensive rep orts. Calamity is not 
certain, but in the opinion of exp erts it is a t least a 
5 0 p er cent possibility ,. 
If a drouth m aterializes, it 
will be a m atter of national concern, of course. N either 
its direct nor indirect effects can be limited to one 
region, 
A vast deal of useless worry ing is done about 
things which never happen. Perhap s there will be no 
drouth in 1936 But p erhap s there will be no European 
war. no Inflation and no more old fashioned winters, 
either. As long as worry ing is going to be done, the 
possibility of a serious drouth In 1936 is worth a t­ 
tention.

SHARP TURN AHEAD 
Reading that runoff elections in France last S un­ 
day resulted In sweeping gains by the Com m unist 
p arty , apprehensive Americans will be able to see in 
their imaginations m any dreadful things hap p ening 
to the French in the very near future. 
Several uncertainties interfere w ith this prospcet. 
Pk >r one tiling, it is impossible to k now at this distance 
w hat France's Com m unist p arty Is and what it stands 
for. Tliat is not strange, In view of the difficulty e n­ 
countered in defining A m ericas own parties. 
For another thing, France has m any p arties -so 
m any they can do nothing w ithout form ing coalitions 
It Is axiomatic that leftist coalitions, being composed 
of m en with divergent ideas, nearly alway s spend 
more energy fighting within them selves than they 
can find to spend on their fight w ith the opposition 
The Communist p arty it self holds less than 90 seats in 
the chamber of deputies. 
The French themselves, ap p arently , are shudder­ 
ing at the pink complexion of the election results 
But even that is not very convincing 
It is difficult 
to believe France is facing the 
po ssibility of real 
communism; liberalism, despite the strongly colored 
warnings of reactionaries in m any nations, is not 
communism. 
Worse things could happen to Franco 
tha n a period of liberal reform —fascism, for instance. 
It may not be possible to prove that France is not 
p rep aring to swing sharp ly to the left, but where there 
are so m any p olitical p arties It isn't lik ely one of 
them , which hap p ens to call itself "communist,” will 
be able to m ak e sudden or sensational headway 
“S harp turn ahead ” Is the sign of France's political 
road, but it still is a good distance ahead.

SCARLET FEVER,

‘scarlatina,” is a greatly feared dis­ 
ease. T his is no wonder because 
when once a child Ls 111 w ith scarlet 
fever it Is impossible to k now what 
may be the out­ 
come. F ortunate­ 
ly . serious 
com­ 
p lications do not 
occur 
in 
every 
case. 
The disease wag 
was 
first 
accur­ 
ately described in 
1675 by that weU- 
k n ow n 
English 
p hy sician, Sy den­ 
ham. Although it 
was recognized as 
extrem ely c on ­ 
tagious, 
it 
was 
ob s e r v e d that 
m any 
did 
not 
contract it after exposure. 
T his escape from the infection 
can be explained 
in 
two 
way s: 
First, it Is possible tha t at times 
the agent of infection Ls less ac­ 
tive than a t other tim es. Second, 
it is passible that som e persons 
develop an “im m unity ” 
or resist­ 
ance to the disease. 
Germ Not Known 
On the other hand, som e are ex­ 
trem ely susceptible to scarlet fever 
In that event, 
it is 
found 
some­ 
times that a given family may be 
easy victims of the ailm ent. A care­ 
ful 
study 
of 
statistical 
records 
shows tha t 
in 
m any 
instances 
every child in a large family be­ 
comes infected with scarlet fever. 
In certain families, too. the disease 
seems to be more severe 
than 
in 
others. 
W hile more research 
has been 
conducted as to this disease than 
anv other of the Infectious diseases, 
it has not been possible as y et pasi- 


tively to identify the germ which 
causes it. Some scientists believe 
tiie germ is so sm all tha t it can­ 
not be seen through the microscope. 
Since the “streptococcic" germ ap ­ 
p ears in most cases of scarlet fever, 
some students of the subject regard 
tiiis 
as the responible 
organism. 
B ut the problem is as y et unsolved.
